Tbelr IHEUrnuco Societies—Their DoetoM 


and Ijiwyers—Negroes of fortune—Col- 
ored Officials aad Professional 
new Men—A Portoiiato Caterer.

WAsmNGTON, Aug 2«X—Washington is 
the oddest city In the United States. Ibhss 
tho eigWs of the north and. the eouth. Its 
population is mode up of people from every 
state ajid country, ood you will pnsaon Penn- 
sylvania avenue the ropresentattVBSOf every 
nation on tho too&of theglolje, Washington 
has 60,000 nogroes to tho 340yOOO people who 
make up its populatiouyandi there are uo other 
negroes like these. Manyxrf tbemaro highly 
educated, and oa Sunday Borne- of the best 
dressed dudes whoetrut along Counecdcut 
avenue bare focee as blact as a newly

castes and sets as bave tho -svhitBS. It has-its 
literary clubs and its^soclaLorganlzotloiis. 


It comprises monytinsurance societies on 


tho mutual plan,,and^thc£e-aro divided into 
orders known as thoo Hoses' of Sharon, the 
Lilies of the Valley, tho^DauEhters of the 
Lord, etc. Theseorders coma out strongly 
at colored funeraln,.,au<l'they»have their gay 
bibs and bonnets, which theyweor as badges.

I have 
known servant girls to spend a whole 
montb's wages in gotting«a-eady for end tak- 
ing a carriage to go to a friend's funeral, 
and the funerals of oven the poorest of the 
colored population have « score of carriages 
in tho-procession, and-as a rule these -car- 
nages hove white, drivers

They receive good, salories^ond they act OB 
messengers and lu somo-instances as salaried 
clerks There area* number of colored girls 
in the government iprinttoa office, and tho 
colored schools of ItocapitaLaro taught by 
negroes. The tworacesdoimot attend'the 
same schools iu.Woshingtonrcrad there-ore 
some academies^ and charitable, institutions 
for the educatiosucfitbe colored people hero. 
Howard university Isxlevoted entirely to the 
education of the colored people, of both eezea.

man, 
who Is colored, who has made consider- 


able money There is, a negro banker who 
lends out money at 10 per cent a month to 
his fallows, and there are negro clerks in 
many of the groceries of Washington. They 
have us a rule tho lower positions Bub they 
ore the servants of the capital, and they do 
all the fetching and carrying Negro Ser- 
vant girls hero get from $0 to $15 a month 
and board. They make ordinarily good ear- 
runts, but many of them are shiftless, and 
you will Qnd as many dishonest as honest. 
As a rule, tho good servants have been 
brought up in good families in slavery-times 
and have either been slaves themselves or are 
tho children of slaves. There are a few good 
cooks among them, and they make as aruie 
good nurses, 


There are hundreds of colored' men hen 


carrying on little businesses of their own, 
and tHeso businesses ore of nil kinds, from 
the selling of ico cream and oysters to the 
coal and wood merchant on-a, email scale. In 
little shanties in the foshionablo part of the 
city on by streets you will find many on old 
aunty whoso stock in trade Is a barrel of 
floor, a little salt, sugar and potatoes, some 
tobacco and a few glass jars of candy Her 
sign, as a rule, has been mode by herself am] 
tho letters arc of all shapes and sizes. The J

Chinese tea box, and they may in the future 
t» construed tts the hieroglyphics of a post 
age. 


Not all of tap colored citizens of Washing- 


ton are poor Many are well-to-do and some 
live la booses which have cost $4,000 or 
$5,000 and upwards to build.

western part of the city, which Is now fash- 
ionable Washington, was squatted upon by 
negroes before tho city took its torn In this

They bought their little lots and 


held to them, and there are negroes now 
living in shanties hero on lots that are worth 
18^)00 to 810,000 each.

attended the first reunion ot the Garver 
family at Oakland Park yesterday, all 
oomrng with .well-filled baskets and j 
ing in the picnic dinner. la the party 
were about 135 members ot the numer- 
ous Grarver tamily.

This 
man was on inveterate negro hater, and when 
he disposed of his estate he inserted a pro- 
vision m the papers that no part of it should 
over be sold to a negro Now negroes own 
ihe beet of the lands composing it, and Fred. 
Douglass has a handsomer house than the 
planter over owned. Fred. Douglass is worth 
jonsiderably over (100,000. He and his white 
wife occasionally appear at the White House 
receptions, and I have met them among the 
most fashionably dressed throngs of white 
people in some of our senators' homes; 


Thoro are a number of colored men em- 


ployed in the White House. The president's 
xiachinan, Albert Hawkins, is a tall, fine 
looking African, with a face as black as the 
slackest of black ink 
He is six feet tall, 


3oa brood shoulders, and in his cream colored 
costume nith silver buttons he mokes quite a 
swell appearance. There Is a colored messen 
;cr who stands at CoL Lament's door 
He 


a head as big as a foot ball, and quite 


as round. His name is Arthur, and he has 
been in the service of the White House for 
years. Then thoro arc others about the ex- 
xmtlvo mansion who havo black skins, and 
in tho co'orcd society of the capital the men 
connected with the executive mansion stand 
especially well 
There are no colored con- 


gressmen now, but Smalls and Harrm, when 
they were here, were leading figures of the 
colored social element, and Hams lived in a 
very nico little house in the fashionable 
northwestern part of the city 


Tho office boys of Washington are as a rule 


colored, and you can got an errand boy hero 
for (3 a week and upwards. These boys are, 
as a rule, ambitious, but they do not seem to 
make much headway at learning to write or 
BpclL I had one who attempted shorthand, 
but who failed to make lit from a lack of 
being able to spell, and I have tried one or 
two coloied stenographers, who have pre- 
tended to know their business, bnt have in 
every case failed. 


BOM15 HOMES OF COLORED PEOPLE, 


A great deal of tbe truck farming about 


Washington ia douo by negroes, and they 
bring their produce into the market in carts 
with a broken down mule, as a rule, drawing 
them. Back of tho market you will see, win- 
tor and summer, old aunties, quaintly dressed, 
squatting down on the ground, with a little 
bit of sassafras, some twisted tobacco, and, 
perhaps, a half dozen eggs about them for 
salo In the winter they have fires In pots or 
pans filled with coals, over which they warm 
their hands and make their coffee, and iujtlio 
summer they bring great loads of wild flow- 
era in to sell 
They are yery polite, and they 


will burst out into a loud haw I haw I or yah I 
yah I at the least compliment or kind word. 


Speaking of carts, tho most of tho hauling 


of tho capital is by mule carts, and tbe col- 
ored man driving the ono eyed mule is a. com- 
mon sight here 


Washington is a city of colored caterers 


There are thousands of people here living in 
rooms, and many of these have their meals 
served by caterers 
Borne of the colored 


caterers havo largo establishments, and I 
know of one who has mode quite a fortune 
at tbo business He has now a largo board 
ing house just abovo the Aiiington hotel, 
facing McPherson square, and ho has made, 
I venture to say, at least $20,000 out of ped 
dling meals He will f m nlsh you your break- 
fast and dinner every day for a month for 
$25. and a vei y good breakfast and dinner it 
will be He furnishes the dishes and table 
cloth, and his wagon brings your meals hot 
to your tablo Tho colored man makes a 
good cook and Wormley mode a fortune out 
of cooking 
Woimloy's hotel is still one of 


tho best at tho capital, and it bos rooms 
which command f8 and more a day

ley left $100,000 when he died, and he began 
hia life by driving a cart.

Many caterers are colored men who do tho

The nowsboys of Washington are nearly 


all colored, aud the'way they mix up tho 
king's English m crying their papers la 
worthy of note The waiters at the hotels 
ore colored, and they manage to get about 
as many quarters out of the guests as those 
at the seaside. I find that if I do not fee 
liberally I am not, as a rule, waited upon, 
and it takes an average of four or five quar- 
ters a week to keep my waiter in good humor.
